Superb Natural Spbotaglcs. 

Tnk Number of Victims In«ri aseo-Curi- 
ous SoiBMTiFio Features. 

Throughout the Hot Lake district in 
New Zealand? the scene of the recent 
great volcanic eruptions and earth- 
quakes, frequent shocks have been felt 
since and great activity shown by sev- 
eral of the volcanoes, though no 8(?ri- 
ous eruptions have occurred. It has 
been ascertained that thi^ total deaths 
of EuropeauH and Maories caused by 
the lute eruptions number 111. Tbe 
Pink and White Terraces are complete 
ly obliterate<i. C)nogeyneron the site 
of the Pink Terruce ih issuing steam 
to a height of 400 feet. 

ACTIVITY or TUE OEY.SIOlt. 

The New Zealand Herald of June 
the 19th says: Since the hiHt monthly 
Humtnary, there has been a Hustained 
activity in many of the points of erup 
tion in the Lake dititrict, but upon a 
comparatively mild scale. On several 
occasions' there have been wonderful 
disp'ays of latent enertry, but all these 
havt* been very tame ntl'airs as compar- 
ed with the terrible e.xhibition of force 
on tb-' morning of the 10th of .June, 
whicli aeiit up tongues of llanio to a 
height of nine miles. Many ofthe I oiling 
B| rinag, however, nave manif<^sted an 
unwonted energy. Some of them have 
boiled at artierce rate, and many of the 
geysers have thrown up watei' to a 
great height. The level of aoine ])0>' 
tions of the land iu 'he Lake district 
appears to be changed. Several of tlie 
new volcanoes which have been open 
ed )ip have sent steam and flames to a 
very great height on different occasions, 
8oreietime.s to a hei^^ht of upward of 
9,000 feet, hut l lu-se fit.s of cneryy are 
of short durntion. '.nd the residents in 
the district give little heed to theiu. 
Kt;HTH,iTY oj' Asni;.s. 

The large quantity of volcanic ashes 
■which was thrown out in the first ter- 
rible outbreak, and which ban spread 
over some 200,000 acres, are now found 
to be not hurtful to vegetation. In 
places where the de|>th han not been 
great the arass and other vegetation is 
springing up (jiiite freely, and many 
believe the ashea will yet prove a bene- 
fit to tbe district, and several people 
have tested the fertility of the debris, 
thrown out by sowing various kiiiils 
of needs therein and watering with dis- 
tilled wnttii'. Ill each case the seeii has 
grown and the plants have thrivi'ii 
wonderfully iri tln'ir iica' situation. !~io 
satisfactory iii lc il i-.i-.r tln'w; trials 
been that the g v rniuei.t has granted 
B sum of money to have several por- 
tions of the district (which ate covered 
with too great a depth of vf)lcanic ash- 
es for the covered v.'gotation to break 
through) sown down with grasst's and 
clover as ex[)eriinentH on a hirge .scale. 
If these are satiBfactory, as it is be- 
lieved they will be, the greater part if 
not tbe whole of the covered district, 
will be sown with artificial grasses in 
the spring, before the warm weather 
sets in. 

EXTENT OF THE VOLCANIC KNKRtir. 

It has now Ijeen ascertained that 
the volcanic energy has been felt over 
a considerable extent of country. At 
Beveral points in the South island in- 
creased activity appears to have occur- 
red just prior to the terrible outbreak 
at larawera on Juno the lOth. A boil- 
ing apring in reported uh having made 
ilo appearance underneath one of the 
glaciers of Moun'ii Cook, lluapehu, the 
giant inoi'iitain in the North island, 
has a large lake of hot water on the 
top of it, and smoke is reported to have 
been seen rising from it on several oc-

.shaken to pieces. Floundering through 
themiidover tin? site of the village, 
and tinding no .-^i^^n of life, we went on 
to Ariki. 'J'he whole front of 'lara- 
wera, on this side had been changed by 
earthquakef. At the base of themoui - 
tain are vast niounda of volcanic grit. 
The !V.riki inlet, between Tarawera 
jiroper and Rukunaha is completely till- 
ed, making tiie range like one and al- 
tering the contour of the country. The 
south end of the Tarawera mountain is 
blown clear otl, lu.'iking sin indeniutioii 
like knocking in the front of a felt hat. 
Tliis has foi iiied a large crater which is

the White TtM'race, in violeiit action, 
and from which are s]iringini! iimiii;n.se 
cloudsof black steam laden with dust. 
At Ariki, there were thirty natives 
covered by this, thirty feet d(!ep, with 
a top dressing of two feet of soft mud." 
Major Mair says it is evident that the 
fir.st outburst wa.s at the south end of 
Tarawera, from whicli came all the 
volcanic dust. Then came the top dress- 
ing of mud from the steam volcanoes 
round Rotomahana. The 'vholo country 
looks like a vast bush clearing, except 
gray ash instead of black, and tlie 
natural featuies of the country are 
completely altered. Volcanic action, as 
far as Tarawera is concerned seems to 
bo rapidly e.xhausting itself, but rt 
PiOtomahana, Major Mair .says the voi- 
caroes show every indication of iteing 
permanent, and will have in future tc 
be the attraction for tourists instead o"" 
the world's wonder, the Terraces.

We have before us 
thoDBmei of ifeveirar h'esry iDiiicen who 
hsre bean not.Sud that the premium will 
not alone bo increased, but that the 
amounts f"r which tho parties were for- 
merly insured will be reduced. Mr. Nut- 
tall may or not be cognizant of tho fact; 
be may not have subaoribed to an arrange- 
ment 'whioh was effected a moDtjt ago at 
a meeting of tho agenta of inauraQoa com 
panies represented here when an increaao 
in certain cases was decided upon; — but 
the fact remains aa was stated, and we 
have in our hands documentary evidence 
to confirm it. lu saying this, faalt is not 
found with the insurance companies or i ". 
their agents in advancing the rates to a ' 
point commensurate with the risk. No 
doubt they have had good and sufficient 
reasons for their action; but wo have said, 
and now ropoivt, that if a bettor supply 
of' water wore available for tho use 
of the fire department it would bo 
un«iiib|n tn lower those ratos to tho old 
standard by reducing the probability of a 
great conflagration to a minimum. The 
supply of water should be sufTicient at all 
times to inoet any emorgoncy. Tho "fall 
should bt) sudiciont to sand a stream far 
over the tallest building in town without 
tho aid of ateam power. " That there is a 
woeful deficiency has been only too ap 
parent of lato. One of the principal rea- 
sons that culled into o.xistenco the water 
by-law now before tho public was a desiru 
to furnish adequate protection to thu 
public in case of fire, and to place it 
within the power of the insurance com- 
panies to modify their rates. There are 
other weighty reasons why the water by- 
law should bo adopted on Tuesday. It is 
au advantage that precedes the adoption 
Of a general sewerage syatenj. Any rate 
payer who shall cast in favor of the water 
by-law will plaee it within the power of 
the city corporation to make the town a 
sweet and wholesome jpilaoe of residence 
and resort; to furnish for 'household, 
gardening and manufacturing purpoaos 
an unlimited quantity of water, and to 
flush every sewer and kennel within the 
limits at, least twice a week. There are 
opponents of this scheme, of course, but 
it is not a little to say of it that three 
iuooea'aiye' mayors and oity . coaneils have 
pronotinoed'^ia ita favori and there is 
reason to believe that the ratepayers on 
the approaching oocaston will do likewiao. 



IMPERIAL aOVBRNMENT. 

What perhaps may serve to bring the 
subject of imperial federation still more 
into prominence is the fact that the prin- 
ciples upon which it is urged are largely 
involved in the question of Hume Rule 
foe Ireland now agitating the United 
Kingdom't It la a faot that important as 
the Irish question has become, it is only a 
phase of a still greater one — illustrating 
how iraporious a still mora impirtaut be- 
cause mure comphruheEiaive prublem ia 
becoming — the queation of Imperial Feder- 
ation. Aa tiniu:! chdiigd au do thu con- 
ditions of parliamentary uoverumeo*, 
lue latter nun been the uase to such an ez 
tent aa to render the dodirabiliiy of a re- 
form of the oonatiiution a fit matter for 
discussion, nut only, from the knowledue 
that the for spread intereats of GreHt 
Britain's furaignp saeuaioas are betr-iyiDK 
a toiidoncy to divergo under the prt-atiu 
sysieiu, buL becauae iha channels of Eng- 
lish legislation are rapidly becimuik! 
clogged from i^ery excess of business pur 
formed now with what are necessarily re- 
stricted, executive uieana Parliamentiiry 
action, and consequently its rusulta, are 
slow, Tliua muaaurea of iiittiunal weight 
and imp.jrriiiicu huvu bean often made iu 
the H'>mu Parliamuut to give precedence 
to matter* of oomparaiiirely local oonae- 
quence, simply because of the pressure 
broughi lu bear by cliques of whom party 
ciinsidaratioiia compel rbcoguitioi!. At 
bir Alex. Uult has remarked, "the col- 
onies ihoufiih feeling the warmest interest 
in ti e we;fdre of their fellow aubjacts at 
home will scarcely 'view with iudiifdrencu 
a ministry maintained in othoe, it may 
well happen, by some local question of 
paramount importance, while their foreign 
policy may be one leading to humiliation 
and diaaiter. Yut it ia ni»iiifeat that this 
is the teudencj" of events if tho preaoiit 
system of parllamentury guveriimeiit be 
maintained." What may be the scheme 
for the self-government of Ireland shortly 
to be submitted by tho conservatives is 
not at present known, but thoae anxioua | 
to witiiesa tho m.'ilntonnnco of Brituin'a 
prestige cannot fail tu desire that it will 
be based upon a knowledge of the de- 
sirability of imperial fedoratiun, and a ro- 
I'or^nition of tho principles that for local 
hi)lf Kovcrninunt the doniaiida of Scotland 
and Wales will be equally conceded, while 
at the same time the term "national inter- 
est" may be underatuod in its broade.it 
sense to include that of every paaaeaaiun 
nf the empire welded yet more stroiif^'ly 
together under one auproniely roproaon- 
talive rule and under one tl ig.

A llioii- 
saiid dollars uyear for fivo yi-ara wmiM do 
much in this way. if artiliaial ijra.ia and 
Sowers are to be tried gardeners are to be 
kept, water laid everywhere, and ex- 
penses [{ono into which wo camuit afl.ird 
at proaont. .Some uf tho ari^iiiiieii'a uaod 
by the council in support of the park ex- 
penditure are simply childish. One or 
two councillors said "that the more men 
were employed on works of that kind the 
better for the place." This is a mistaken 
idea of the trust imposed in the council, 
and of the uses to be made of the people's 
taxes, which are not levied and paid to 
give work to idle men, but for the good 
government and improvement of the city, 
and although men must be employed to 
accomplish these objects, yet their em- 
ployment ia a aecondary and not a prim 
ary consideration. 

It h the unmistakable duty of the 
council to see that tho public funds are 
applied to the purpi si's for which they 
are intended, and not to eeutimciual or 
personal purposes. 

In conclusion I advise «noii and every 
person to vote against the $25,000 parit 
by law. Let us first have sewerage aud 
water, then the ornnniontBl.

One of tho events of the past month has 
been the 'aanotioa given for creating what 
has been called "a new East Indian com- 
pany in tho heart of Africa." Tho com- 
pany has been incorporated as tho Na- 
iiiiiial African company . Larco traots of 
lorritory have been ceded to them by the 
kings and chiefs of the Niger Basin. 
They have got a charier from her iMajos- 
ty, which, on the precedtnt condition 
that they honorably fulfil thu terms spoci- 
tit'd in these acts of cuBsion, guaraixteos 
thuin British jiriviluges no long as thoy 
respect other obligations. 'i'lioao rules 
have been drawn with great wisdom .-iud 
liberality. "TheVeMs a provision that the 
corporation must remain liriiiah iu char- 
acter and in douiiollo, and shall nut alien- 
ate any part of ita property without re- 
ceiving authority from the secretary for 
foreign affairs. Tlia promotars are bound 
to discourage slavery in every shape and 
degree. On the other hand, they are pro. 
hibited from forcibly interfering with the 
religion of the nativofl, except for the pre- 
vention of cruelty. In adniiiiistoring jiiu- 
tico the laws and cuatoina of tho tribe or 
nation ooiicornod are to be followed, un-- 
leas where they are inapposite, and obe- 
dience would thwart the cause of right. 
There ia to be no differential treatmout of 
the subjects belonging to any power as 
respects settlement, or aooess to markets, 
AUjfbtiil^f l j^ooopol/ being forbidden. 



INTKLSIVE VEAT 

Buctes Port Stanley, Falkland 
Islands. 

Wabuinotos, Au;;. 17 — Secretary Bay- 
ard has received a dii<pitch from thu Uni- 
ted States oiinsul at Port Stanley, F.ilk- 
land islands, giving un account uf the 
slip of peat which recurred un the night 
of June 2d, causing I'lai of life and gen- 
eral destruction ExlcndluK the entire 
lou)}ih uC Boucn sh'ire uf the harbor 
and at an elovatiuu ia a puat bug from 
whioh the laboring public procure their 
fuel. There are no oliannels which drain 
the boi; and lanje quiintities of water col- 
lect there during the long runs, which at 
certain seasons last for days at a tiniti. 
Three days ' previous to the disaster a 
rainstorm had prevailed. Al about eight 
o'clock in tho evening the b ig hi-gan lo 
quake, and finally, with a nuiau like 
thunder, it broke luosu, ruahiog down on 
the town, carrying e»eiythiiig in its way, 
blocking up the streets and piling up the 
peat in places to the height of aix and 
eight feet. Stone walls were rent asun- 
der and fences, porches and iron lan'p 
posts torn away. Tho boats al the houtui 
were all swept away lieforo ita march. 
The bewildered and turritied poiiulatiun 
believed that their tuwii was being de- 
stroyed by an earthquake The avalanche 
las ed only one hour, but its path ia one 
of great devastation. A maas nf ncittt^r- 
ed peat aniouniing to no less than .'jO.OOO 
tons lay over the loivii. A boy of ueVL-a 
and an old man uainod Tatrick Keating 
were lust. At the date of the dispatch, 
fourteen days after the slide, the people 
living near the inundated parts were fear- 
ing another disaster and were conatant- 
ly on the alert.

Industry, with civility and 
Integrity, energy and business tac, lod 
on to fortune and a high position in li^ng- 
land, and the once iiewHb(jy ii imw the 
Right lion, W. U. Smith, aocrotary of 
war — a cabinet minister and adviser of 
the crown.

18 - U hile an oil 
train conaiating of 21 cars was descending 
a grade on the .leraoy Central railway be- 
low the White Houaa station, N. J., this 
morning, the cars parted by the breaking 
of I ho coupling and a few minutes later 
the separated parts collided. The concus- 
sion made by the coUiaion canaed one of 
tho tanks to explode and immediately 
afterwarl 10,000 gallona of oil were un 
fire. Eleven cara were scattered about 
the track, and all were soon ablaze . One 
explosion followed anothor until all the 
oil in the cars, estimated at 100,000 gal- 
lons, were burning, illuminating the 
count ry fur miles around. Tlio loss will 
not full short of $ij0,000. After the un- 
injured oil cars in the fore part of tho 
train wore removed from thfl wreck the 
engine started with them towards Soinor- 
villo. I'he last five in tho lot caught tiro 
and the tanks exploded and were com- 
pletely deatriiyed. Tlio cause seems a 
mystery. All tho tanks (13) that explod- 
ed, were burned bi'yond rt.'pair. 

YHSTERDAY'S^ISPATCHES. 

UNITED STATES, 
Chicaoo, Aag. 18.— The scene about the 
lobbies of leading down town hotels this 
afternoon were not unlike those of the pre- 
ceding national oouvoutiou.

President Patrick 
Egan, in opening the conven- 
tion, said it Would bo in.Mpired by tho 
presencu and aidod by the councl of tho 
man who, abuvu all oihera, nut even ex- 
cepting our great loader hiniaolf, hulds a 
warm place in the lioaria uf all Irishmen — 
honest and fearless Michael Davitt. He 
congratulated the convention on the faot 
that since the Boston convention the m- 
fainooa Criiii.-a .Act hid been ab.diiiht-d.

pliahiiig clo.ier federation of the .states 
composing Biitish America, to secure eou- 
eerted action in time of war and to promote 
direct intercouiHe by a Hystom of 
commercial and jiostal telegraph. Mr. 
Peter Itedpath, of Montreal, apoke fur 
Canada. The/Marquis of Salisbury said it 
would be difficult to ovei^rate the import- 
ance of tho subject. He promisetl to 
carefully couBider the suggestion made by 
tho deputation with tho exception of one 
to tho eflect that the gijverninoiit should 
outer into negotiations with Oorinany for 
the evacuation by the latter power of New 
Guinea, and France for the evacuation of 
N'ow Caledonia.
